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SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


The tax map project is well underway at this time with 
the work being done by Tom Moran. The rough draft of the 
tax map will be available at Town Meeting, with the tax map 
completed at the end of the 1977 assessing period. 

We are still working on the transfer of Mr. T. A. Eaton's 
1/2 interest in the Baldwin lot on Sand Pit Road to the 
Town. Some delay was experienced in researching titles, etc., 
as this land had been through tax sales many years ago. 
When research is complete, the Town will have a good deed 
to the complete 83.5 acres. The purchase of this land will 
greatly benefit us in years to come. 

The gas tank and pump purchased last year has been in- 
stalled behind the Fire Station and is saving the Town 
money, both in the cost of gasoline and also in the avail- 
ability. It is slowly paying for itself and with another gas 
shortage or price increase would be invaluable. 

The survey of the town boundary between Mason and 
Greenville on the south line of Greenville has been com- 
pleted and has squared away the question of the Moore 
house. The house is in Greenville and about 1/2 of the land 
is in Mason. 

The Selectmen did all the assessing last year. There were 
some inequities found and corrected. Everyone we dealt 
with seemed to feel that this was a better system than the 
State appraisers due in part no doubt, to the Selectmen 
being available evenings and weekends at odd hours to 
meet with homeowners. 

The $1,000 raised to celebrate the Nation’s Bicentennial 
was used in part to pay for the parade and celebration held 
last August. The remainder of the fund, along with Little 
League funds to match a $1,000 grant from the State, was 
used to work on the future ballfield on Sand Pit Road. In 
addition, the Bicentennial Commission raised money during 
the year, which was turned over to the Town Office and 
Library Building Fund. We thank the Commission and all 
others involved in this activity. 

Nine acres of land in the center of Town, adjacent to the 
church, was given to the Town by Anna and Jim Rowse to 
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be used for a new Town Office and Library Building site. 
Plans were drawn and Federal funds were sought unsuc- 
cessfully for the building. However, we now have a good 
start toward the project. Anna and Jim also donated land to 
the church and to the Town for cemetery use. Barbara and 
Howard Cumback also donated land for cemetery use. 
Town hall refurbishing continues under the direction of 
Don Armington and his crew. The National Guard finished 
their work on the plastering, kitchen and foundation. An 
electric stove was donated by Jan and Walt Ammon, so 
there are now both gas and electric stoves in the town hall 
kitchen. 
_ The Highway Department, under the able direction of 
Curt Dunn, has proceeded with maintaining and upgrading 
town roads. The used dump truck purchased last year has 
proved to have been a good buy. It has been fitted with a 
plow and is helping to keep town roads open this winter. 
The dump truck and some federally funded jobs have added 
flexibility to the department and helped to keep costs down. 
The solid waste problem is still being pursued with the 
Town of Greenville. The cheapest solution for Mason would 
be to stay with Greenville if they get their incinerator ap- 
proved. If not, we can fall back to our site on the Baldwin 
Lot and go it alone at slightly seca cost. )

HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


The Highway Department would like to thank the many 
citizens who have helped and assisted us in many ways 
throughout the year. Many thanks to Don Armington for 
manning his CB communication base for so many hours 
during snow and ice storms and also his time and efforts 
in providing us with many man-hours with Youth Corps 
people. Again we are indebted to the Mason Volunteer 
Fire Department for the use of their area and equipment 
during the year. 

This year we sealed 3 miles of tar roads and patched all 
the tarred roads. We mowed sides of the highway over most 
of the town. We cut limbs and thinned trees and brush 
over approximately 2.5 miles of road. 

Our dump truck was put to good use in hauling much of 
approximately 3500 yds. of gravel on our gravel roads. Our 
gravel roads were graded at least once and most were 
graded twice this year. All our culverts and water passes 
were cleaned at least once during the year. 

We used a small amount of Duncan Fund money to im- 
prove a short area of Sand Pit Road to make it plowable 
this winter. TRA and the rest of Duncan Fund monies were 
used to continue construction on Brookline Rd. We will 
be continuing on Brookline Rd. with these funds next year. 

We are planning to continue programs as in the past and 
steadily make improvements on all our Class V roads.

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MASON VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT — 1976 

The Department has had a busy year with a lot of ad- 
vances and only an occasional backward step. We received 
a Federal grant toward the purchase of radio equipment 
which the Department will more than match with its own 
funds to install a radio transmitter in the Eaton’s Hill area 
and purchase a few belt-type pagers so that the firefighters 
who are in town during the day can be alerted more quickly. 
The radio equipment will also do away with the many dead 
spots we have in town. 

The Department also purchased a 1967 Reo chassis with 
2000 gallon stainless tank which we are in the process of 
converting into a much needed tanker. This also is being 
done with our own funds at no cost to the town. 

An underground gas tank and pump has been installed at 
the station for use by police, fire and highway departments. 
This has been a boon to our operation as trucks do not have 
to be filled by using 5 gallon cans. This saves on the cost of 
gasoline and lessens the contaminants in the gas. 

On the 29th of December we had a severe accident with 
Engine 2 while responding to a garage fire on Brookline 
road. Fortunately, there were no injuries but the truck will 
probably be out of service for 4 to 5 months. We have bor- 
rowed a replacement piece through the courtesy of the town 
of Townsend and the Townsend Board of Fire Engineers. 

Department members attended Fire Schools at Lili Pond 
and Fitzwilliam. Approximately 32 Departmental drills were 
run during the year. 

We wish to thank our neighboring towns for Mutual Aid 
assistance during the year.

ANNUAL REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


The Board continues to spend most of its time on sub- 
division activities. This year there were 17 minor subdi- 
visions approved; each of which requires a preliminary 
meeting, publication, public hearing, etc. In addition, the 
Planning Board approved its first major subdivision. This 
is the subdivision of Robert Hammare on Laurel Hill Road 
(being a major subdivision because the property was divided 
into three different lots and a road laid out). There were 
additional subdivisions which were not completed. 

We continued to meet the last Thursday of each month 
with some substituted dates. These meetings, along with 
some interim meetings, totaled 18. 

The Planning Board is presently wrestling with the pre- 
liminary stages of our first large scale subdivision. This is 
the proposal of Mr. Richard Jenny of Nashua, N. H. to 
subdivide 455 acres into 71 lots consisting of approximately 
five-acre parcels. The Board is trying to determine the 
impact of an undertaking of this size on the town. How 
many children would this add to the school system, do we 
require the roads to be paved, how can we limit the number 
of building permits to an acceptable number per year, what 
is the impact on town services supplied: ie., fire, police, 
highway department, ambulance, etc.? We need an impact 
study on this problem. 

Other business that the Planning Board is concerned with 
includes the updating of our Planning Ordinance Building 
and Fire Code. It was our feeling, judging from the results 
of the Community Survey distributed in December of 1975, 
that the majority of the townspeople would like our town 
to stay pretty much the way it is now. But, we need to 
strengthen the different districts somewhat and be more 
explicit as to what is permissible and what is not. On the 
advice of counsel, we are considering redoing the complete 
code (subject to town approval) instead of amending it piece- 
meal. 

Personnel changes have consisted of Ray Parker succeed- 
ing Mike Farrey as ex-officio member. Ken Wilson replaced 
Darrel Lawler in April as a permanent member. Bob Ber- 
geron and Bob Wilson were our alternates. Then in Novem- 
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ber Paul Stevens resigned and Bob Bergeron was appointed 
a permanent member. Bob Wilson has also since resigned. 

The Board accepted with regret the resignation of Chair- 
man Paul Stevens in November 1976. Paul has devoted a 
very considerable amount of time and effort carrying out 
the duties and responsibilities of the Planning Board. We 
will miss him and thank him for his diligent efforts. 

As always we wish to express our thanks and appreciation 
to those who attend our hearings; to the Grapevine for its 
assistance generally, and in connection with the survey 
specifically; and to the Southwestern New Hampshire Re- 
gional Planning Commission for their guidance.

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REPORT OF THE 
FINANCIAL ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


Covering Projected Items of Expenditure for 1977 


The Committee met with the Selectmen and the various 
Department Heads during December, and January, to con- 
sider proposed Budgets for 1977. 


Items worthy of comment are considered below: 


1) An increase of $900.00 in Town Officer's Expenses is 
approved. The appropriation of $5,300.00 in 1976, proved to 
be inadequate resulting in an overdraft of $417.00. Further 
increases are anticipated for 1977. It will again cost more 
to produce the Town Report. More and more time is re- 
quired of the Secretary to the Selectmen. Mileage charges 
have been raised to the more compensatory figure of $.15 
per mile. The Town telephone will now be in service for a 
full year. 

2) Fees in lieu of salaries are not an item to be raised by 
taxation. We simply set a figure considered adequate to 
cover estimated increases in the fees collected by the Town 
Clerk and the Tax Collector. Election and Registration 
Expenses reflect the lack of State and Federal Elections 
during 1977. 

3) Employees’ Retirement and Social Security are auto- 
matic items expected to show an increase due to more Town 
Employees at higher rates of pay. 

4) Employees’ Insurance is up due to higher insurance 
rates on increased salaries. 

5) The Police Department budget is approved at a 
figure reflecting only those additions attributable to increases 
in the cost of living. A new cruiser, together with reduced 
fuel costs, should tend to hold mileage and repair costs with- 
in normal limits. 

6) The Fire Department request for an added $500.00 
is approved. An average increase of $300.00 over the last 
few years has not proven to be adequate to cover the Town’s 
share of the cost of running the Department. 

7) An increase of $1,640.00 in insurance costs is approved. 
A careful study was made of the problem by Mr. Paul 


Stevens, an Insurance Executive and a member of our Com- 
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mittee in cooperation with the Selectmen and the repre- 
sentative of the Town’s Insurance Underwriters. To be 
sure some estimating is necessary due to policies expiring 
during the year with what appear to be inevitably higher 
rates every time a policy is renewed. Some policy costs are 
beyond our contro! being based on payrolls and actual 
audits at the end of the policy period. It is necessary in 
estimating our annual costs to provide for possible future 
exposures such as new equipment or increases in policy 
limits. 

8) An amount of $1,000.00 for legal expenses is approved. 
An increase in the work load of our Town Counsel appears to 
be the pattern year by year. 

9) Dog Damage was formerly included under Legal 
Expenses. Going to a figure of $380.00, however during 1976, 
it has become necessary to set it up separately at a figure 
similar to last year’s requirement. 


10) The Planning Board expects increased activity on 
the part of its Secretary and Members. We Approve an 
increase of $150.00 for this board. 


11) Dump Costs are assessed by the Town of Green- 
ville. After appropriating $800.00 at our 1976 meeting, we 
were invoiced an additional $300.00 for that year. The re- 
quested appropriation covers the new annual fee of $1,100.00 
plus $300.00 for what might be termed the surcharge for 
1976. 

12) It is obvious that the costs of maintaining our roads 
in the summer and plowing and sanding them in winter 
continues to mount year by year. In consideration of the 
people's desire to have all roads open and usable the year 
around, we find it incumbent upon us to Approve additions 
of $1,800.00 to the summer road portion and $1,200.00 to the 
winter road portion of the budget. A cost of living increase 
in the Road Agent's salary represents $550.00 of these in- 
creases. A provision of $800.00 for improvements to the pro- 
jected new Highway Department Land Area adjacent to 
the Fire House has also been made. Other increases are 
due to higher costs involved in the purchase and application 
of highway materials as well as increased schedules for 
hired equipment. 

13) General Highway Expenses are up $850.00. The 
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figure of $4,900.00 appropriated in 1976 was insufficient re- 
sulting in an overdraft of $512.00. With added equipment in 
use, it is felt that there will be further increases in purchases 
of small items of equipment, hand tools, fuel, tires and cut- 
ting edges for snow plows. Equipment repairs, welding 
and paint will also be higher. The figure of $5,750.00 is 
Approved. 

14) The item of $1,900.00 for Cemeteries is misleading. 
We are only raising and appropriating $600.00 for Ceme- 
teries, an increase of $150.00 for added work necessary in 
the various locations in connection with ‘Regular’ Care. 
The balance of $1,300.00 represents interest from the ‘Per- 
petual’ Care Fund formerly made available to the Cemetery 
Trustees on request but now being appropriated by the 
Town as suggested by the New Hampshire Department of 
Revenue Administration. 


Warrant Articles 


1) The purchase of the Whittaker lot for the present 
and future purposes of the Highway Department is ap- 
proved as a logical location for parking, repairing and future 
housing of Town equipment. 

2) Pending the actual possession by the Town of a 
deed to the Baldwin lot and a Public Hearing called by the 
Recreation Committee resulting in a long range plan assur- 
ing optimum use of the Baldwin and Rowse areas for pur- 
poses most beneficial to the Recreational needs of the Town, 
we approve a set aside of the amount requested to the Capi- 
tal Reserve Fund for future matching with State and Federal 
funds. 

3) The expenditure of $1,000.00 to survey property now 
owned by the Town and not properly identified is prudent. 
The sale of lots unsuitable for community purposes could 
produce added funds for our Library and Town Office. 

4) Itis important to replenish and maintain the Highway 
Capital Equipment Fund at a reasonable level so that funds 
are on hand to cover emergency purchases of relatively 
small items and take advantage of spot offers of desirable 
and necessary used road equipment. 

5) It would be provident for each of the Town Meetings 
of 1977, 1978 and 1979 to appropriate $6,750.00 and author- 
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ize the withdrawal of that amount from Federal Revenue 
Sharing Funds for transfer to the Capital Reserve F und for 
assurance that the annual payments on the Baldwin Lot will 
be available when needed. 

6) The principal payments of $5,000.00 to retire the fire 
truck loan and $3,000.00 to meet the first of the two pay- 
ments on the dump truck are routine items to which we are 
already committed. This debt service would have been in- 
cluded with line items, except that warrant articles permit a 
more flexible choice as to the method of financing. 

7) An addition of $3,000.00 would bring our Library and 
Town Office Fund up to $10,000.00. This would be an excel- 
lent base from which to start our own funding should Federal 
monies continue to be unavailable to us in the foreseeable 
future. 

8) The amount requested for new fire hose is approved. 
It covers 1,300 feet of 4 inch enabling the Department to 
deliver 1,000 gallons of water per EW iite in the important 
Historic Preservation and other areas of Town where build- 
ings are some distance from substantial supplies of available 
water. 

9) The Town should vote to make $2,445.00 available to 
combine with Capital Reserve Funds already on hand to 
cover the purchase price of a new cruiser. Added repair costs 
and reduced efficiency will be the penalty we will pay if a 
new one is not forthcoming. 


Concluding Statement 


While your Financial Advisory Committee continues to 
make itself fully aware of all aspects of the cost of running 
the Town and is doing all possible to reduce costs to a 
minimum, we want you as Townspeople and Taxpayers to 
know that we are bucking a tide which persists in carrying 
us to higher and higher ‘piegts School costs continue to mount 
year by year due ‘largely to greater enrollment, salary in- 
creases, a higher price for learning materials and greater 
plant operation costs. What can we do about that except to 
keep these increases at reasonable levels and see that we 
get full value for every dollar spent? 

Our Tax Base declined in 1976. While part of this was due 
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to Extraordinary Abatements, a continuing problem exists in 
that more and more people are applying for Current Land 
Use Abatements on parcels over 10 acres in size and are 
qualifying for them under New Hampshire Statutes. We 
are not enjoying sufficient new building, free of educational 
obligations, to offset these abatements and make it possible 
to hold tax rebates at present levels. Higher rates are in- 
evitable under present conditions. 

In closing this report, we wish to say that we were part 
and parcel of an outright attempt by the Selectmen and the 
Library and Town Office Building Committee to provide 
adequate new Library and Town Office facilities financed by 
an outright grant of Federal funds. That we came so close 
and failed was no fault of ours! 

We like to think that we are serving all phases of Town 
Government faithfully and well.

All of the above programs are part of C.E.T.A., Hills- 
borough Human Development Inc., under Hillsborough 
County Commissioners and operates under the guidance of 
Southern New Hampshire Services Inc. 


The youths have worked on Mason roads under the dir- 
ection of C. M. Dunn, Road Agent, with Mascenic School 
custodian Leo Alix, and the supervisor Donald A. Armington. 
It annually repairs and paints the Mason School playground 
equipment. A large part of the poison ivy in the school yard 
and town hall grounds has been sprayed and killed by the 
S.P.E.D.Y. Summer Program members. 


The programs operated a total of 52 weeks in 1976, and 
hope to operate 50 weeks in 1977. 


It has been three years since the Town Hall and Fire 
Station were painted on the outside by the Youth Corps. 
The supervisor has painting on the 1977 agenda.

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SOUHEGAN VALLEY AMBULANCE 
DISTRICT SERVICE 


ANNUAL REPORT 


An ambulance is not just a means of transportation for 
the sick and injured, but also a vehicle in which well trained 
Emergency Medical Technicians and their equipment re- 
spond to a medical emergency. 

The Board of Directors of The Souhegan Valley Ambu- 
lance Service, Inc. is happy to announce a reduction in the 
budget for the ensuing year to $4.25 per capita. A further 
reduction in the 1978-1979 budget is anticipated. 

The year 1976 was a very active one, not only in training 
new personnel, but also in up-grading the present volunteers. 
Out of twenty-seven (27) licensed attendants (all volunteers), 
eighteen (18) are Emergency Medical Technicians. 75% 
of our drivers are graduates of the New Hampshire Heart 
Association and the Red Cross Cardio Pulmonary Resusci- 
tation Course. Each Emergency Medical Technician has 
given a minimum of 80 to 100 hours just to complete their 
training. We are trying to schedule a Defensive Driving 
Course for 1977 for all members. 

A breakdown of the total ambulance runs for 1976 for the 
four Towns is as follows: New Ipswich, 58; Greenville, 50; 
Mason, 23; Temple, 17. 

In July of 1976 our new Modular Ambulance was de- 
livered. Within 14 days it was fully equipped and in service 
with new and up-dated emergency equipment. This ambu- 
lance and equipment meets all Department of Transporta- 
tion Federal requirements for emergency vehicles. Both 
ambulances may now communicate directly by radio-tele- 
phone with the Emergency Room of any hospital on the 
Eastern Seaboard. A verbal agreement exists between the 
Wilton-Lyndeboro and Jaffrey Ambulance Services for mu- 
tual aid which will provide three extra ambulances in case 
of an emergency. 

The Board of Directors would like to equip the Attendants 
with a paging system. This would facilitate the response 
time in any emergency. 

The Board of Directors would like to give a well deserved 
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“thank-you” to all of our volunteer attendants and the vari- 
ous fire and police departments. Nelson’s Answering Serv- 
ice is high on our list for a “thank-you” for their contribution 
in the dispatching of drivers and attendants.

CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


Annual Report — 1976 


The Conservation Commission felt that there could be 
no greater legacy to future residents of Mason than the 
beauty and grace of trees on the Town Common. With the 
Elms devastated by Dutch Elm Disease and the other ma- 
ture trees past their prime, this became a Bicentennial proj- 
ect. The following trees have been added, eight of them 
in 1975 and the balance in 1976: 


1 Amur Corktree (Phellodendron amurense) 

2 European Ash (Sorbus aucuparia) 

1 Flowering crab-apple ‘Van Eseltine’ (Malus “Van 
Eseltine’) 

1 Japanese Flowering Crab-apple (Malus floribunda) 

2 Katsura tree (Cercidiphyllum japonicum) 

1 Littleleaf Linden ‘Greenspire’ (Tilia cordata 
‘Greenspire ) 

1 Paper-bark Maple (Acer griseum) 

1 Sugar or Rock Maple ‘Green Mountain’ (Acer 
saccarum ‘Green Mountain) 

3 Tulip Tree or Yellow Poplar (Liriodendron tulipifera) 

2 Zelkova serrata ‘Village Green’ 

1 Zumi Crab (Malus zumi calocarpa) 

1 Beech (Fagus spaethiana) 


Harold Elliott transported the trees from the nursery in 
Massachusetts and Don Armington and the Youth Corps 
were responsible for planting them except that the Amur 
Corktree placed in front of the school was planted by the 
students in memory of their classmate, Edward Moore. 

Clean-up Day was held on May 15, 1976. Our thanks to 
the many people, young and old, who so willingly helped 
remove ugly litter from our roadsides. 

We have been happy to welcome two new and active 
members to the Conservation Commission — Barbara De- 
Vore and Florence Roberts. 

In the coming year we will be looking into ways that the 
semi-rural nature of our community can be saved so that 
we can be assured that open green space and other natural 
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ground can be utilized by the future. citizens of Mason and 
how we can preserve the type of environment we now enjoy. 
Don Armington is our representative on the Recreational 
Committee and we hope as they initiate more projects, for 
the benefit of the citizens and their children, we shall be 
in common agreement on the best use of lands owned by the 
Town of Mason. 7 

We would like to present a slide program next winter of 
rare and endangered plants growing in Mason. If any resi- 
dent, while on a nature walk, sees one they consider to be 
unique please call Florence Roberts for purposes of photo- 
graphing the specimen. 

We are beginning to look into what the surrounding com- 
munities of southern New Hampshire are doing to meet the 
problems of growth. In October we met with H. W. Mahar 
of the Amherst Citizens for Planned Growth. We heard 
how this group is attempting to use state laws on premature 
growth, to control the development of their community, 
so that economic burdens on their present and future citizens 
will not be excessive. 

Representatives of the Commission attended meetings of 
the Nissitissit Land Trust headquarters in Hollis. We were 
encouraged to hear of their accomplishments. The Land 
Trust has secured a greenbelt along the Nissitissit River to 
preserve its cleanliness and beauty. Since the proposed Pratt 
Station development would tend to disrupt the head-waters 
of the Nissitissit, we invited representatives from the Land 
Trust to present a slide program to a public meeting at the 
town hall. Fifty concerned residents attended and found 
the program informative. 

We also attended the annual dinner of the Nashua River 
Watershed Association where we learned of the great effort 
and funds being expended to correct the problems of pollu- 
tion. We are fortunate that we are not presently faced with 
this type of problem. Our challenge is to anticipate and 
prevent a similar situation from arising in Mason.

We are thankful to Fort Devens for the color guard and 
firing squad and to the American Legion Band of Fitchburg 
for their fine music.

1. Worked with a contractor on the design of repairing a 
septic system. As of this date no work has been done. 


2. Worked with a septic system designer and State septic 
inspector on approval of a system that “Ledge” required 
a set back of less than 75 feet. 


Request that when a system has to be repaired in Town 
that the homeowner talk to me & we can develop the best 
and fastest solution possible to upgrade our septic systems.

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MONADNOCK REGION ASSOCIATION 


The Monadnock Region Association was founded in 1934 
when representatives from twenty-four towns in South- 
western New Hampshire first met and formed the organiza- 
tion. 

The objectives of the Association today are much the 
same as they were in 1934. 

We believe in tourism and recreation for the residents of 
the region and for the many visitors who enjoy coming here. 
The tourist industry in New Hampshire is a $450 million 
dollar business and over 32,000 New Hampshire people are 
employed in tourist related jobs. The Monadnock Region 
Association is the only association or group expressly 
charged by the state of New Hampshire with the responsi- 
bilities of recreation and tourism in the Monadnock Region. 

In 1976 the Association distributed over 120 thousand 
folders and brochures about the Monadnock Region to 
potential tourists and travelers to our area. Tourists paid 
the State of New Hampshire 14 million dollars Rooms and 
Meals tax in 1976. Over 51% million dollars of this was re- 
distributed by the State to all New Hampshire towns and 
cities. Every town and city in the Monadnock Region 
received a share of this tourist tax revenue according to 
population. 

The Town of Mason received $4,062 of these funds in 
1976. 

The Monadnock Region Association also strives to im- 
prove the industrial climate in the area. We know that 
there can not be jobs for our young people if there are not 
shops, plants, and warehouses where they can work. In 
the Region there are many good companies that provide 
clean, well-paying jobs and they don’t make smoke or pol- 
lute the streams. We seek to help other firms like these to 
locate in the Monadnock Region. 

Also we want to maintain and preserve our natural re- 
sources, our mountains, our forests, our fields and our wild 
birds and animals so that they can be enjoyed by those who 
live here and by the visitors who come to the area now and 
in the future. 

Our interests in recreation and tourism, in industry, and 
in conservation, haven't changed greatly in 43 years.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARY AND 
TOWN OFFICE BUILDING COMMITTEE 


Our financial situation is stated elsewhere among these 
pages under “Report of Trustees of Trust Funds.” However, 
we wish to express our appreciation to the Mason Bicen- 
tennial Commission for their generous donation of $950 
from their earnings and to the Fruitdale Grange who gave 
us $348.99. A requested appropriation of $3,000 by the 
Town Meeting would bring our total to $10,000 to go toward 
furnishing the new building in the event future applications 
for funds are successful. Otherwise, it would be an ex- 
cellent base from which to start our own building fund. 
Our expenditures covered our share of title counsel, sur- 
veyor and construction engineering fees in connection with 
the gift of land and preparation of building plans. 

Our activities during the earlier part of the year were 
limited to joint meetings with the Mason Bicentennial Com- 
mission concerning the use of $1,000 of town funds with 
$1,000 of matching funds from the state to locate a site and 
develop a set of working drawings for our proposed build- 
ing, but the state required a project that could be completed 
by the end of the bicentennial year, so the money was ex- 
pended for other purposes. 

Our real work began in mid-October when an opportunity 
arose to try for a share of ten million dollars in outright 
federal grants to be allotted with New Hampshire for local 
public works projects on the basis of qualifying applications. 

Within a 30-day period, we had to find a desirable piece 
of land, obtain an offering of it, search the title, have the 
plot surveyed, get sub-division approval, design and get 
estimates of a proposed building, receive a building permit, 
obtain a warranty deed, and then make eight complete 
copies of a 36-page application to the federal government 
in the hope of obtaining funds for construction. We made 
about 30 phone calls, attended 23 meetings in various 
places and hand delivered our application to Philadelphia, 
which added up to 1,600 miles travel at little or no cost to 
the town. 
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On December 29th a computer runout showing the towns 
and cities selected did not include any Souhegan Valley 
towns. Mason, however, was third from the top of those 
not funded. Our project and application were sound, and 
just slightly fewer applications, a higher unemployment 
percentage or more money would have meant our success. 

A bill currently before Congress would repeat the 1976 
deal making two billion dollars available nationally in 1977 
and again in 1978, Certain proposed changes in the bill may 
prove beneficial to Mason and we have high hopes that 
future applications may bring the desired results.

Meeting called to order at 2:00 p.m. by Moderator McCaffery. 
Town and school warrant read through Article 2 — to choose all 
necessary Town and School officers. Polls declared open. 

Article 1. Voting hours 2:00-7:00 p.m. Polls closed 7:06 p.m. 
Votes counted. 128 ballots cast for Selectmen — 3 years — only office 
open. Ray Parker 103 — Fred Dow 23 — Chester Gould 2. ; 

School Board, 3 years, Walter Ammon, 115; Moderator, Marie Mc- 
Caffery, 14, John Preston, 11; Auditors, Laurence Ackerman, 94, 
Fernande Blackburn, 81. 

School voting represents Mason’s vote of Mascenic School total. 

Town meeting called to order at 8:00 p.m. Warrant read by 
Moderator. Prayer offered by Rev. Barker. Rules of procedure 
stated. The following were nominated from the floor: 

Auditor, 1 year — Cedric Valentine. 
Library Trustee, 3 years — Joanne Parker. 


Library Trustee, 1 year — Barbara Cumback. 
Cemetery Trustee, 3 years — Donald Armington. 
Trust Fund Trustee, 3 years — James Rowse. 


Moved and seconded and passed for clerk to cast one vote for 
above nominations. All the above officers sworn in by Moderator. 

Article 2. Parker moved, seconded and voted to consider Article 
2 after Article 16. 

Article 3. Selectmen and treasurer authorized to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes. 

Article 4. It was moved, seconded and passed that the Town 
proceed with the preparation of a tax map at a price not to exceed 
$10,000, appropriating $6,400 in addition to $2,600 previously desig- 
nated for the purpose, authorizing the withdrawal of the amount re- 
quired from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under the provi- 
sions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972. 

Article 5. It was voted to place $1,000 in Capital Reserve Fund 
for tax map. Selectmen quoted estimate of $8,000, not to exceed 
$10,000. 

Article 6. It was moved, seconded and passed that the Town 
purchase T. A. Eaton’s half interest in the Baldwin Lot (83 acres) for 
$27,000, to raise and appropriate $6,750 and to authorize the with- 
drawal of such sum from the Revenue Sharing Fund established under 
the provisions of the State and Local Assistance Act of 1972, with 
the interest not to exceed $450 to be raised by taxation, and to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $20,250 representing the balance of the 
purchase price, such $20,250 balance to be financed over a three year 
period by means of serial notes bearing interest at the rate of 4% 
per annum, all in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 33 of the 
RSA (1955), as amended, and authorizing payments of the principal 
to be paid from Revenue Sharing whenever possible. 

Article 22. Voted to consider Article 22 before Article 7, sub- 
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ject matter related. Voted to change ‘‘Government Surplus Highway 
Equipment Fund” to “Highway Capital Equipment Fund” after pass- 
ing amendment to insert the word ‘Capital’. 

Article 7. Government war trucks (2) wearing out. Only one 
now operating, other weary. Moved and seconded to appropriate a 
sum not to exceed $9,000 (3 yearly payments) to purchase highway 
equipment. Discussion on possible purchase of dump truck (used). 
Private use only — 11,000 miles — no winter plowing, excellent 
shape. Question moved in affirmative. Motion passed. 

Article 8. Voted affirmatively $1,750 to install gasoline dispens- 
ing facility for municipal vehicles, police, fire, highway. Gas today 
.60 — pump price plus time and travel — 5,000 gal. this year. Tank 
price .38/gal. Possible state price 32142 cents. Tank installation at 
fire house. Dept. keys to record each dept. uses. 

Article 9. Passed in affirmative to raise and appropriate sum 
of $1,250 for surveying southern boundary of Greenville and Mason. 
Greenville to do the days, sharing expense. Moore House and land 
in dispute. Old boundary markers wiped out. 

Article 10. Town voted to raise Selectmen’s salaries $100 each. 
Assessing duties involved. 

Article 11. Town Clerk voted $100 salary increase. Increased 
work load. 

Article 12. Voted $1,000 to celebrate Nation’s Bicentennial. 

Article 13. Voted $250 for maintenance and/or construction of 
water holes for fire protection. 

Article 14. Voted $5,000 to pay note covering fire truck. 

Article 15. Voted $1,000 to be placed in Capital Reserve Fund 
for future police cruiser. 

Article 16. Voted $1,000 to be placed in Highway Capital Equip- 
ment Fund. 

Article 2. Following little discussion, question was moved, voted 
affirmatively for budget of town to raise and appropriate $107,785 to 
defray town charges for coming year. 

Article 17. Voted to establish cemetery lot price at $400 in- 
cluding $200 perpetual care. Lots to be divided as needed, $50 per 
grave, % for perpetual care. 

Article 18. Voted to establish town conservation fund to allow 
unexpended money to accumulate year by year. 

Article 19. Voted to restore historical name Nutting Hill Rd. to 
what is now Arnold Rd. 

Article 20. Voted to exclude from Social Security positions of 
election officials and workers whose income is less than $50 per 
quarter. 

Article 21. Voted to establish Historic District Commission as 
per RSA 31:89 with appointments made by Selectmen. 

Article 22. Acted on earlier. 

Article 23. Will cost town nothing. May cost individuals some- 
thing. Motion to table in affirmative. 
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Article 24. Voted town to adopt provisions of RSA 72:62 for 
tax exemption on solar heating or cooling system. Exemption deter- 
mined by Selectmen. 


Article 25. Voted to authorize $6 for fire inspection of buildings, 
$4 to inspector, $2 to town. 
Voted to adjourn at 10:30 p.m.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Carl E. Bowers 


The 1975-76 School year started with nine new members 
on our staff. Melinda Fields, Pamela Hoyt, Grade 2; Jo- 
hanna Kennett, Grade 3; Nina Giacoppe, Elementary Art; 
Annette Leel, Grade 1; Robert Culhane, Mathematics and 
Science; Mary Harte, Mathematics; Irvin Somero, Science; 
Vincent Sheehan, Business Subjects. In addition to the 
above, Steven McGettigan and Kathleen Murtagh joined the 
staff as teacher aides, and Janet Andrews joined the staff as 
Elementary School Nurse. | 

Improvements in Reading, Mathematics, and writing has 
continued to be our number one goal. As we continue work- 
ing in these three areas at each grade level, ultimately, many 
of the basic concepts will become a part of the students’ 
background prior to their entrance into the Mascenic Re- 
gional School Middle Grades. 

Our master plan for Staff Development that was accepted 
by the State Department of Education goes from June 30, 
1975 to June 30, 1978. Staff Development is a system of 
in-service training leading to recertification of professional 
staff members through the satisfaction of determined educa- 
tional needs of the Community, School, Students and Staff. 
The Staff Development Committee consists of 12 members 
representing Administration, Teachers, Community Mem- 
bers, Students: Service Pocnnel Sohal Board and Super- 
Hitontlens of Schone, 

What do we mean when we mention Special Education? 
A program of Special Education is to provide the best and 
most effective education possible to all handicapped chil- 
dren in our district. Handicapped children includes those 
children who are physically, intellectually, and emotionally 
handicapped. This may be classroom instruction, instruction 
in physical education, home instruction, and instruction in 
various institutions. Related services one include trans- 
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portation and such developmental, corrective, and suppor- 
tive services as may be needed to help a handicapped child 
benefit from special education. Examples of related services 
include speech pathology and audiology, psychological 
services, physical and occupational therapy, and counseling 
services used for diagnostic and evaluation purposes. It 
also includes the early identification and assessment of 
handicap conditions in children. The Special Education 
Consortium has been of tremendous assistance in placing 
our children in various programs that will best meet their 
needs and help prepare them for later years in life. 

Transportation Workshops were conducted with the co- 
operation of the N.H. Department of Safety, Division of 
Motor Vehicles, in accordance with the New Highway 
Safety Manual as published by the U.S. Department of 
Transportation. Some of the specific objectives of the pupil 
transportation safety program is to ensure that each person 
who operates a vehicle is properly licensed and examined 
for this job. 

A greater degree of uniformity and safety in the loading 
and unloading of school children. Each child who rides in a 
school vehicle is instructed by the driver as to safe riding 
behavior, and proper evacuation procedures. All these ob- 
jectives will improve the operational safety of school buses 
on our State highways. 

During the year we continued our maintenance > program. 
Greenville Public and Sacred Heart Public Schools were 
painted on the interior, roof repairs at the Mascenic Re- 
gional School, and painting at Mason, along with the regu- 
lar routine cleaning and repairs that take place during the 
summer months. 

Another year of progress was accomplished because we 
all worked together for the same cause. With this in mind, 
I would like to thank the Mascenic Regional School Board, 
and other Town Officials and the Citizens of the District for 
their helpfulness throughout this past year, also the School 
Staff who has ies very diligently in carrying out the 
objectives of a quality program for all girls and boys.
